WARSAW, April 2.—Glimpses in- 
to unfamiliar bypaths of history 
may often be obtained by stamp col- 
lections. This te true of the series 
of pictorial postage etamps iasued 
by the governme t of the Ukraine, 
some of which bear ite of fa- 
mous cka who are identified 
with the history of Little Flusstia. 
The 14-grivni stamp, printed in 
rose carmine, bears the likeness of 
Bogdan Kheminitzki, the renegade 
Pole who ted the Cossack revolt of 
1682 and after vain attempts to es- 
tablish himself as “monarch and 
avutecrat of Russia” finally entered 


later. 
MAZEPPA PORTRAYED. 


Ivan Stephanovitch Mazeppa, the 
hero of Byron's poem, ts portrayed 
on the next stamp, which is light- 
hrown and of 15-grivni value. Origi- 
nally, a page at the Polish court, he 
eseaped, after the discovery of his 
intrigue with the wife of a nolte- 
man, to the Ukraine, where he be- 
came secretary to the Hetman 
Samolowitch. whom he finally suc- 
ceeded in 1687. By Peter the Great 
he was created Prince of the 
Ukraine, but after conspiring with 
Charlies XII against his henefactor, 
he fled to Dender, where he died 


in 1709.

BOTTOM PRICES IN MAY. 


Noted Economist Points Out Good Times, 
Are Near at Hand. 


Gillette’s formula gives the in- 
dex or average price of commodi- 
ties. His method involves the use of 
only five variable factors, the data 
for every one of which may be found 


in the statistical abstract of the 
United States census. 

He has tested his formula by ap- 
plication to prices extending back 
thirty years. In each instance one 
is able to “predict” the average 
price of commodities for any year 
during the last \thirty years. 


GILLETTE'S PREDICTIONS, 


Through a systematic study of the 
per capita production, bank depos- 
its and clearings, labor wages and 
commodities during thirty years, Mr. 
Gillette predicts: 

That good times are near at hand. 

That the lowest point in the 
slump in prices wil] be reached in 


That the new average level of 
prices will be 60 per cent higher 
than it was in 19138. 

That the new average level of 
wages will be 60 per cent higher 
than it was in 1913. 

“The peak of the high prices was 
reached in May, 1920,” said Gillette 
in an interview. “Prices at that 
time were at the index figure 272— 
as compared with the 100 normal 
of 1913. That is to say that prices 
cost 172 per cent more in May, 1920, 
than they did in 1913. 

“During 1921, statistics 
just received show that prices had 
dropped to 167. My calculations 
show that prices will continue to 
drop until they reach 60 per cent 
more than in 1913 and will remain 
at that level as an average, unless 
affected by extraordinary circum- 
stances, for ten years or more. 

WAGES TO BE HIGHER. |. 

“Wages, which are governed by 
the same conditions, will also be 60 
th cent higher than they were in 
1913 


“In the nature of things, common 
labor must accept a 20 per cent cut 
from the average scale now obtain- 
ing, that is, the scale must be re- 
duced to 160, or 60 per cent above 
the 1913 scale. 

“In some branches of work, such 
ae teaching and office work, which 
did not advance as did common la- 
bor during the war, the wage scale 
will be increased in balonner things 
back to normal.” 

Gillette pointed out that there are 
a number of fallacies current about 
the causes of the high cost of liv- 


ing. They are that the condition is 
attributable to (1) profiteering, (2) 
extravagance, (3) inefficiency of 


workers, (4) scarcity of commodi- 
ties in America and (5) high taxes. 

“Profiteering cannot affect aver- 
age prices,” said Gillette, “however 
much it may affect the price of a 
given class of things. 

“Profiteering merely serves to 
change the distribution of the total 
ee but does not change the 
ota 

“Profiteering diverts the currency 
into pockets and bank accounts that 
it would otherwise have reached. 
Such a diversion may result in a 
buying of certain commodi- 

es 


“But by as much as those profiteers 
increase the demand for things they 
purchase, by an exactly equal amount 
there occurs a decrease in the de- 
mand for the things that would 
otherwise have been purchased. 

“The same sort of reasoning holds 
good as to extravagance. Prices of 
certain articles may rise as the re- 
eult of extravagance or of profiteer- 
ing. but the prices of all articles can- 
not’ possibly rise from such causes. 

“The alleged decrease in the effi- 
clency in production, taken as a 
whole, in America, is purely imag- 
inary. Between the years 1865 and 
1907 the average per capita produc- 
tion in the United States doubled. 

THIRD FALLACY.

fect upon average prices, unless they 
cause a stagnation in industry. 

“To stabilize price levels, it is es- 
rential tq control both the quantity 
of mon and the average velocity 
with which it circulates. 

“Obviously, the government can 
control the quantity of money and 
if it could also control the velocity 
of circulation, it would have com- 
plete control over price levels. . 

“Control over the velocity of cir- 
culation could ba had by regulat- 
ing the total credits, but this would 
involve control not only of bank 
credits or loans, but of all other 
credits. 

“Even if it is impracticable to con- 
trol credits, it cestainly lies within 
the power of the government to con- 
trol the quantity of money in cir- 
culation in such a manner as to off- 
set fluctuations in the velocity of 
circulation. 

FLEXIBILITY OF TAXES. 

“Through a flexible system of tax- 
es the government could period- 
ically gather in and retire enough 
Paper money to offset any general 
rise in prices: and, conversely, could 
reduce taxes during a falling price 
level, feed out into circulation more 
paper money, and bring the price 
level back to normal, 

“In essence this plan involves the 
creation of a governmental reser- 
voir of paper money, which is auto- 
matically lowered when the com- 
modity price level falls, and raised 
when it rises. 

“The automatic action would be 

secured by a period tax on gross in- 
come, which is determined by the 
departure of the commodity index 
price from an established standard 
or normal level.”

MENACE NATION. 


Visiting Rector Hits Hard at 
Present Conditions.

Says We're More Solomon- 
esque Than Mormons. 


| Thinks Country Unmoral from 


Rev. R. H. Gushee, rector of 
Christ Church, Ontario, gave the

off from men's mistresses? Oh, the 
deadly blindness of a woman who 
would help to thrust her sex back 
tn the position, itn which Chris- 
tianity found her, back to be the 
plaything of men. 

“And the children. the. 
standpoint of the race and the 
children, polygamy has a better ar- 
gument thah divorce. A good fem- 
inist referred to the English mar- 
riage service as indelicate because 
it referred to the procreation of 
children. ‘Keep the children out of 
it.” That is their cry. What won- 
der there is divorce. 

“*T consider,’ said a iudge of a 
Kansas City Juvenile Court. ‘that 
divorce is the greatest agency in 
the production of delinquent chil- 
dren.’ A vast amount of sympathy 
is expended in this matter. 

“Pity for whom? Pity for the 
little children made orphans by the 
court. Pity for the little children 
sent to the reformatories and fash- 
fonable boarding schools. What does 
it mean for the child? : 

“Are the children no factor in 
this matter? Don’t forget divorce. 
suicide, abortion go together. I speak 
of this next Sunday night. Well 
might one of our ablest jurists want 
us to study the divorce evil. Judge 
Stephens of Wisconsin wrote: ‘No 
nation has withstood the test of time 
that did not regard the marriage 
tle. When Rome reached that 
stage where her jfjutists were in 
doubt. whether the performance of 
a second marriage ceremony did 
not of itself dissolve the first mar- 
| riage, she fell from her place as the 
mistress of the world. That which

| | ONG ROAD BACK TO NORMALCY. 


President Harding has resolutely taken 


hold of what to Mr. Wilson was a labor of 


Sisyphus, 

Surrounded by men of probity and proved 
ability, he is striving to bring the country 
back to normalcy. Other administrations 
may have been confronted by single issues 
of more transcendent importance than any 
which President Harding has to face, but 
none has bad to deal with so many stag- 
gering burdens of such diverging complex!- 
ties. | 

The government machine is a vast engine 
that must be thoroughly overhauled. Some 


_ Parts are badly worn; others are missing; 


still others are antiquated and must be re- 
placed by more modern appliances. Our 
government is regarded as the richest in 
the world, yet it is poverty-stricken. {t is 
carrying an enormous debt, one that five 
years ago was unthinkabje, and the revenue 
from present available sources is not suf- 
ficient to pay current expenses. The coun- 
try is protesting about the crushing volume 
of Federal taxes, yet every section, every 
Congress district is demanding some im- 
provement which would increase the na- 
tional expense. 

Despite recent reductions, the cost of 
living is still greater than the counptiy can 
afford. The prices of things must come 
lower; but no economist has yet evolved 


ducing the wages of labor. Wages and

but 

was before the people looked to the gov- 
ernment to ameliorate social and industrial 
conditions. Washington and Jefferson were 
not confronted by a railroad problem, for 
there were no raijiroads. They were not 
called upon to adjust industrial conditions, 
for the infant States were practically with- 
out industries. 


Our coasts and our commerce must be 
protected; yet it costs more to produce a 
single modern fighting ship than our whole 
fleet cost a century ago. In short, with 
the exception of the Indian problem, Presi- 
dent Harding must meet al! the issues that 
confronted our early Presidents, together 
with vastly greater ones that have devel- 
oped since. Our people are no longer con- 
tent with a government that simply gov- 
erns; many of them look to it as the source 
of food, shelter and raiment. Almost every 
individual who makes a bad investmeut or 
loses his or her job thinks that the govern- 
ment ought to do something about it. 

Depending upon the government to take 
care of our future, a goodly part of the 
American people recklessly permit their 
outlay to equal or exceed their income, ac- 
quiring habits in the heyday of youth and 
prosperity that will become torture in old 
age. ,Statistics compiled by Federal de- 
partments show that the American people 
spent for luxuries last year more than $25,- 
000,000,000, almost enough to pay our war 
debt; and these figures do not include a 
waste of $5,000,000,000 over the necessary 
expense of Federal, State and county gov- 
ernments. 

Such an example of reckless extrava- 
gance ig without paraliel in the history of 
nations. No other people hag ever spent 
so much recklessly and without a thought 
for the tomorrow, for the good and suffi- 
cient reason that there has never been an- 
other people who enjoyed a sufficient de- 
gree of prosperity as to make such an ex- 
penditure possible. Our budget for luxuries 
was even greater than that for necessities. 
Wastage was greater@ than legitimate ex- 


pense. 

If the people of the country persist in 
such profligacy it will be impossible for 
any government to seve them from the cun- 
sequences of their folly. It is like casting 
money into the ocean and expecting the 
fish to bring it back to us ip their mouths. 
As the Ehglish say, it isn't done. 

During the last five years, however, it 
was the Federal government that set to 
the people the example of reckless spend- 
ing, of buying on credit and giving no heed 
to the difference between the actual cost 
and the selling price of anything the gov- 
ernment wanted. So it is for the govern- 
ment to now set an example to the people 


of thrift. It is fortunate perhaps that bota 


the President and the Vice-President are 
men of simple tastes. 

But saving alone will not bring the coun- 
try back to normalcy. There must be im- 
proved methods of production and distribu- 
tion. One of the most pressing problems 
before the government is the rebabilitation 
of the raflroads. This is a problem for the 
Federal administration to solve, because it 
is by reason of governmental restrictions 
and governmental experimentation with 
public operation that so many of the roads 
have been brought to the verge of bank- 


’ yuptey. If the government had permitted 


the owners to run their roads, as it permits 
the average business man to copduct his af- 
fairs, there would now be no transporta- 
tien crisis. Restrictive legislation is the 
cause of the present transportation ilis; so 
it would seem plain that a repeal of most 
of the governmenta! regulations should be 


‘the remedy. 


We have a right to look to the govern- 
ment fer a protective tariff that will pre- 
serve American markets for the products 
of American labor. Dumping has been in 
progress for several months and more than 
150,000 industrial workers are out of em- 
ployment by reason of it.

That was one of the fatal policies of the 
late Democratic administration. The strug- 
gle between the open shop and the closed 
shop is one that will only be intensified by 
governmental interference. 

Just now our country as a gation is seri- 
ously embarrassed by 4 vast family of poor 
relations. We are the richest people on 
earth; we have « reputation for generosity; 
and half a dozen nations are approaching 
our government for national jeans. Others 
are asking that our government shal! in- 
dorse the promissory notes of certain Eu- 
reopean governments that, at present, are 
far from solvent debtors. America cannot 
afford to be niggardly in the hour of its 
prosperity; neither can it heedlessly give

Many devotees of high art 
regretted the demonstration, which was 
followed by an uproar; but there is good 
reason to believe that the sound judgment 
of the audience was not at fault. The plot 


detestable. It trifies with the sacred rela- 
tion of fatherhood and of filial duties, 
turning them into mockery; and it also 
dallies with assassination, and makes sport 
of it.

Leaving the brilliant French capital for

some time in the lone Aran Isles off the 
west coast of Ireland, where many of the 
simple islanders thought he was seeking 
refuge as a fugitive from justice; as had 
oftn happened before. In fact, a parri- 
cide had been hidden from the officers of 
justice for six months by one old man, 


who had no use for the “law.” Ont of 


these materials Synge constructed the plot 
of his “The Playboy of the Western 
World.” The hero, Christy Mahon, ap- 
pears in a village on the wild coast of 
Mayo, and boasts that he hes killed his 
father, a crime that he committed with a 
loy, or long-bladed spade. Do the villagers 
express horror? 
laud his “bravery’—‘a lad who would hill 
his father, I'm thinking, would face a foxy 
devil with a pitchpike on the flags of 
hell.” He is a lad to inspire fear in the 
peelers (policemen.) The only man among 
them to denounce him {s the sweetheart of 
Pegeen, evidently out of jealousy. Christy 
supplants him in the affections of the 
young woman. To her the ebjections he 
makes seemed merely jealous fooling; 
“Wheesht, I'm saying; we'll take no fool- 
ing from your like at all.” Then she turns 
to Christy, and assures him in a honeyed 
voice of their sympathy and hospitality. 
When he carries off prizes at the village 
sports, all the girls of the place lose their 
hearts to him. 


Now, surely, if there is one objection- 


able form of waging a struggle, it i@ by 
assassination. Assassinations in the past, 
wherever they have been committed, have 
done harm and not final good to the cause 
in which they were committed. Pa, acu- 
larly is this the case in Ireland of today. 
And to make sport of murder and filial re- 
spect in the name of good literature! of 
delightful drama! of high art! (save the 
mark!) is to sap the very foundations of 
society and of our Christian life. 

Italy has had enough of high art and 
literary sensationalism in ber D’Annunszio, 
who played a mad game at Fiume. We 
need sound morals and reverence for re- 
ligious ideals as much in our Mterature as 
anywhere; the poison is only more deadly 
if served up with literary spice. When 
the soviet regime was set up in Moscow, 
the vain Italian sent a telegram of con- 
gratulation to its leaders, declaring his 
solidarity with them. 

It is not so well known as it should be, 
that the national life of the Philippines is 
bound up with loyalty to the name of the 
hero-martyr, Jose Rizal, physician, thinker, 
writer. His great novel, one of the mas- 
terpieces of medern literature, “Noli Me 
Tangere,” translated igte English under 
the title, “The Social Cancer,” ia familiar 
to every educated Filipino as Dante is 
known to Italians. Happily there is no de- 
structive teaching in its admirable de- 
scriptions and discussions. While incisive 
against real wrongs and wrongdoers, it is 
sound in its upholding of righteous law 
and the grand heritage of the past. Fill- 
pino independence, if it remain true to 
Rizal's’ teachings, will have a safe com: 
pass; with this we can comfort ourselves 
when the time comes for its realization.

Encouraging Percentage of 
Land is in Farms. 


Hydroelectric Possibilities are 
Declared Enormous. 


Federal Power Commission to 
Get Bureau Report. 


So that the Federal Power Com- 
mission in Washington may have be- 
fore it a complete study of the con- 
dition of lands in California covering 
the amount of land under irrigation, 
and that to be put under irrigation, 


the California Bureau of Economics 
is preparing to file with the com- 
mission, it was stated yesterday, a 
report upon the condition of Cali- 
fornia land. 

To summarize. this report will 
point out that the total land area of 
California is 99.617.280 acres, of 
which there are 18.418.643 acres in 
national forests, 20.239.977 acres in 
unappropriated public lands, 463,041 
acres In Indian reservations, 745.798 
acres in school lands, 4.555.941 acres 
of private timber holdings, 27.262.- 
436 acres of miscellaneous lands. 
and 27,931,444 acres of farm lands. 
_ Of the total acreage of farm lands, 
there are but 3.893.500 acres under | 
irrigation, and 7,496,394 acres which 
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are improved, but not irrigated, thus 
making a total of 11.389.894 acres of

improved farm lands. while the total

Tt is thus seen, the report will 
point out, that a little over 27 per 
cent of the land of the State is in| 
farms, 11 per cent of which ie im- | 
proved.

DEVELOPMENT NEEDED. 


A recent report from C. M. Haring, 
director of the agricultural experi- 
ment station, University of Califor- 
nia, points out that higher produc- 
tion in California will be brought 
about either through the adoption 
of improved processes of cultivation 
of all arable lands or of marketing. 
The report states that it is possible to 
triple the amount of land now iIrri- 
gated, but that this can be done only 
by the developing of power means 
of which water can either be 
brought to the surface or can be car- 
ried from mountain streams on to 
arable lands. 

In the efficient use of power for 
land irrigation, the Pacific Coast is 
in the lead. The waterfalls of the 
Sierras can furnish more electric 
power for use on farms than the 
combined horsepower of any other 
three States, the power commission 
will be told. 

Further development of the power 
resources and the application of hy- 
droelectric energy to farm uses, not 
only for farm irrigation, but for the 
installation of labor-sating machin- 
ery in all branches of farm work, will 
lead to the higher evolution of the 
farm life, and raise the standard of 
the farmers’ existence, besides in- 
creasing the amount of productive 
land throughout the State. The 
work is yet in its infancy, and can at- 
tain the highest development only 


through the utilization of the enorm- 


ous possibilities of hydroelectric re- 
sources, with which California is-so0 
amply provided.
